President Obama returns home Wednesday 
evening on his 49th birthday, with a celebra- 
tion dinner giving way the next day to a se- 
ries of campaign fundraisers with $2.5 mil- 
lion worth of his closest Democratic friends. 

The Chicago stop is among several this 
summer for the nation’s fundraiser in chief, 
who has embarked on the traditional presi- 
dential role of helping to fill the coffers of 
Senate and congressional candidates in 
midterm elections that historically see the 
party in power suffer losses. 

Obamia’s visit takes on added political 
significance in Illinois, his home state. One 
of the fundraising beneficiaries is Alexi 
Giannoulias, the first-term state treasurer 
and embattled former banker who is try- 
ing to keep Obama’s onetime Senate seat 
in Democratic hands. 

Last year, the White House shopped for 
a sturdier candidate to back in the Febru- 
ary primary. In recent weeks, it slowly has 
warmed to Giannoulias, dispatching top 
administration officials—including Vice

The decision by Obama to make his first 
return home since Memorial Day weekend 


also carries some risks, however. 

Obama returns to Chicago as a federal 
jury is weighing corruption charges against 
former Democratic Gov. Rod Blagojevich. 
The blockbuster trial included allegations 
that Blagojevich attempted to sell Obama’s 
vacant Senate seat for personal and politi- 
cal profit. Obama administration officials 
had only limited contact with Blagojevich 
and his staff about the vacancy, trial testi- 
mony showed.

Grenade

A grenade found at a metal-recycling yard 
in Lincoln Park was blown up Tuesday by 
the police bomb and arson unit.

Man: Wire in 
my burrito

A Chipotle customer is suing the Mexican 
fast-food chain, claiming it served him a 
burrito that contained a black metal wire. 

When Robert Miner of Chicago gulped 
down the burrito Sept. 16, 2008, the wire 
pierced the back of his throat, according to 
the lawsuit filed Monday in Cook County. 

Five hours later, Miner underwent sur- 
gery to remove the wire, which was about 
2 inches long, according to his attorney, 
Marvin Brustin. 

Miner is suing Chipotle Mexican Grill 
and the owners and licensees of the restau- 
rant on East Ontario Street for an unspeci- 
fied amount of damages. 

“T think it was one of those freak things, 
but we have to get to the bottom of it so it 
doesn’t happen to someone else,” Brustin 
said.

Jody 
Weis and others, called violence the “most 
immediate and pressing challenge” facing the 
city. 

Daley’s comments came after a several- 
day media blitz by Weis, who has sought to 
counter the belief among Chicagoans that 
violence is up. A Chicago Tribune/WGN poll 
released last month showed nearly half of re- 
spondents living in the city think the crime 
problem is getting worse, though Weis argues 
statistics show the opposite. 

When Daley was asked Tuesday about the 
gap between statistics and the perception of 
crime, the mayor deferred to Weis. “Ask him,” 
the mayor said, stepping away from the mi- 
crophone. 

Weis reiterated his recent public com- 
ments that wider media coverage influences 
people’s thoughts about the amount of crime, 
though he says such coverage is fair. “I would 
never stand here and say the violence we’re 
suffering in Chicago is acceptable. It’s not,” 
Weis said. “But I do think it’s important to 
frame things.”

Safe Haven summer wraps up

When Keonta Calimee, 13, realized he’d be 
spending his summer inside a church, he 
was wary. 

“T thought, ‘What is this?’ ” he said. “I 
thought the only thing we were going to do 
was read Bibles.” 

Instead, Keonta has been playing outside, 
exercising, learning about nutrition and 
talking about violence prevention and con- 
flict resolution. He’s one of more than 800 
Chicago children taking part in a $250,000 
citywide Chicago Public Schools program 
called Safe Haven, aimed at keeping kids 
out of harm’s way in the summer months, 
and teaching them lessons that can keep 
them safe far beyond that. 


The monthlong program, which ends 
Friday, is an outgrowth of similar efforts 
the district tested over winter and spring 
breaks, in which it partnered with churches 
in higher-crime areas to provide students a 
place to go—and learn—when school wasn’t 
in session. 

On a recent weekday, four Tribune re- 
porters fanned out across Chicago to visit 
more than a quarter of the city’s 40 Safe Ha- 
ven locations. 

What they found were well-organized 
programs that seemed to be meeting their 
charge of engaging kids in conversations 
about violence, while also giving them room 
to have fun and enjoy a summer away from 
the dangers of surrounding streets. 


Kids at the various sites were taking 
dance and Spanish lessons, writing essays 
about their communities, pairing up for 
self-esteem-building exercises and even go- 
ing on field trips. 

School district spokeswoman Monique 
Bond said all the Safe Haven programs are 
incorporating a theme of “Stop the Silence, 
Stop the Violence” into their daily activi- 
ties with students. She said the district has 
been monitoring the summer sessions and 
is pleased with the results. 

“Churches have always been safe havens 
for youth in many of these communities,” 
Bond said. “These programs have become a 
very popular and known type of refuge for 
students when school’s not in place.”

Republican report blasts 
stimulus bill spending 


WASHINGTON Monkeys on cocaine. New win- 
dows for a closed visitor’s center.

A report released Tuesday by conservative Sens. 
Tom Coburn and John McCain cited these and 97 
other projects as leading examples of misguided or 
wasteful spending under the Obama administration’s 
$862 billion economic stimulus bill. 

Titled “Summertime Blues,” the report is the third 
by the two senators targeting projects that they say 
fail to meet the job-creation goal of spending under 
the Recovery Act of 2009. 

The report highlights the extraordinary “waste and 
mismanagement” of taxpayer dollars, said McCain 
(R-Ariz.). The stimulus plan “was supposed to create 
jobs. It does not.” 

Topping the list was $554,763 spent for new win- 
dows at the Coldwater Ridge Visitor Center at 
Mount St. Helens in Washington state. The US. 
Forest Service facility opened in 1993 at a cost of 
$11.5 million to provide visitors with panoramic views 
of the scenic volcano. 


WHITE HOUSE RESPONSE 

Liz Oxhorn, the White House spokesperson for 

the Recovery Act, called the senators’ report a 
partisan effort intended to undermine the overall 
success of the Recovery Act. According to Oxhorn, 
new research shows stimulus money is respon- 
sible for nearly 3 million jobs and has lowered un- 
employment by 1.5 percent. 


However, it closed in 2007 due to staffing short- 
ages, and now is getting the stimulus funds to replace 
its trademark windows in preparation for use for an- 
other purpose, according to information provided by 
the Forest Service. 

Ranked second on the senators’ list was a Univer- 
sity of North Carolina at Charlotte project that re- 
ceived $762,372 in stimulus finds to develop a com- 
puterized choreography program, the report said.

Favre was 20-4 vs. the Bears in the first 13 
seasons of his career. After Lovie Smith arrived 
as coach in 2004, the tide finally turned for the 
Bears. They had a 7-3 record vs. Favre with Smith 
as the coach, including a split last season. 

“Is he really retired? I didn’t hear about it 
till just now,” cornerback Charles Tillman said. 
“Good for him; he played a good career. If he 
is officially done, congratulations on 19 great 
years.” 

That’s if he doesn’t have a change of heart and 
return for a 20th year.

Only a handful of the fest’s 124 acts boast 
a Windy City pedigree—the Ike Reilly Assas- 
sination, Mavis Staples, Company of Thieves, 
Flosstradamus and Felix da Housecat chief 
among them—a fact that isn’t lost on lead 
singer Tim Ellis of local pop group Skybox. 

“We feel honored to be one of the few 
Chicago bands playing,” says Ellis, 26, who 
moved here from Arizona with his bandmates 
in 2006 to tour both coasts with greater ease. 
“We really want to do our hometown proud.” 

Ellis directs the band through its caffein- 
ated, kitchen-sink pop (think a less manic Of 
Montreal), heard most recently on this year’s 
“Morning After Cuts.” By phone from Kansas 
City, the newly married singer discussed the 
sole reason he’s never attended Lollapalooza, 
his culinary prowess and the biggest adjust- 
ment in relocating to Chicago from the des- 
ert. 


Where were you when you got word about 
playing Lollapalooza? 

I was actually at work at the Apple Store 
when we got the call. Being a Chicago band, 
it’s a really big deal to play Lollapalooza. It’s 
one of the biggest festivals in the world. We 
always wanted to play, so when we finally got 
that call we were all pretty excited about it. 
When we got together we probably went 
out to [The] Burlington in Logan Square 
for some drinks. That’s one of our favorite 
places.

Have you been to any past Lollas? 

Actually, no. We’ve been trying to [play] 
Lollapalooza the last couple of years, but it 
didn’t work out.

families and some of us are married, so we 
can’t really do that anymore. 


I'm surprised you didn’t say the weather. 

I'd rather have a bit of a winter than a crazy 
hot summer. Phoenix heat can be brutal. I 
like to be able to see fall coming and to have a 
little bit of snow. 


The lead single from your most recent album 
is called “Ina Dream.”

On Arcade Fire’s stellar third album, 
frontman Win Butler finds himself 
pulled in countless directions. The 
Montreal-based collective’s first 
two records dealt idealistically with 
death and war, respectively, but now 
Butler surveys the terrain and sees 
a planet in peril. “The Death Star 
collapsing,” he sings on the Bowie- 
esque “Deep Blue.”

Asurprising comeback for cassettes

When the vinyl LP began its modest but highly publicized 
commercial comeback a few years ago, the format felt easy 
to love again. With sprawling artwork, pristine sound qual- 
ity and the adoring ritual of flipping album sides, its return 
united young bohemia and their boomer parents alike. 
Not so for the lowly cassette tape. To mainstream music 
fans who spent the ’8o0s detangling spools with a paper 
clip, listening to heat-damaged sounds warble out of the 
speakers and blindly fast-forwarding or reversing to get 
to a favorite song, cassettes might be the most despised, 
instantly discarded and fidelity-challenged medium to ever 
vie for mass popularity. 


“Tapes remind me of Dollar Stores and K-Mart,” said Chris Jahn- 
le, the 22-year-old co-founder of Kill/Hurt, a new Hollywood record 
label specializing in small batches of outre noise-rock released on 
cassettes dubbed in his living room. He’s no Luddite—Jahnle works 
in a major label’s digital marketing department, and co-founder Ka- 
trina Bouza just wrapped up an internship at the hotly tipped L.A. 
indie label IAMSOUND Records. They know that “tape is like the 
weird uncle no one talks about,” Jahnle said. 

And yet across pockets of America and especially among shoe- 
string record labels, DJs and boutique stores, this weird uncle is 
again a welcome guest. A tiny but busy tape-based music culture is 
growing from roots in economic necessity, thrift-store crate-digging 
and a pride in being difficult for its own sake. 

Cassettes also carry a different nostalgia, one not tracked by 
SoundScan. They evoke high-school mixes from crushes and dates 
soundtracked by tunes recorded off the radio. The emotional ar- 
chaeology of trawling through shoeboxes of cracked cassettes has a 
resonance that iTunes doesn’t offer. 

After all, Jahnle said, “Mp3s sound terrible anyways, so why not 
have something that sounds terrible that you can hold?” 

Originally marketed for dictation and portable voice recording, 
mass-produced cassettes became a format for distributing music 
in the US. in the ’60s. Their notoriously sub-par fidelity improved 
throughout the ’7os, and with the rise of the portable Sony Walk- 
man in the 1980s and as automobiles came equipped with standard 
cassette decks, the tape became a second viable mainstream format 
alongside vinyl LPs and later compact discs. (The less said about the 


8-track tape of the 1970s, the better.) 

Like Mp3s, tapes compensated for their 
relatively degraded sound quality with por- 
tability and the ability for fans to record 
and share music. This sparked a small pan- 
ic—now impossibly quaint—among record 
labels worried that home taping would gut 
retail record sales. 

But even as the compact disc usurped it 
as a mass medium those convenient features 
kept the cassette alive at the musical mar- 
gins. 

For artists in fringe genres such as noise 
and garage-rock who want to document 
their music but only expect to sell a few cop- 
ies, home-dubbed tape remains an economi- 
cal godsend. By trawling eBay with a few 
hundred bucks, an artist or novice label head 
can buy used duplication equipment and 
bang out a hundred copies over a weekend. 

“Tape fits in with a belief system of how 
intimate music is made,” said Britt Brown, 
co-founder with his wife, Amanda Brown, 
of Not Not Fun Records (notnotfun.com), 
which releases much of its catalog of psy- 
chedelic, noisy rock by bands such as Poca- 
haunted and Robedoor on cassette. “And 
I’ve never seen such voraciousness as in 
people who want a limited-run tape.” 

That fetishistic quality is part of what has 
sustained the format. Sonic Youth’s Thur- 
ston Moore, a longtime tape aficionado, 
curated a 2005 book, “Mix Tape,” dedicated 
to the art and culture of homemade tape 
culture. For years, the L.A. label Death- 
bomb Arc (deathbombarc.com) nurtured a 
subscription club of home-assembled tapes 
for artists such as Lucky Dragons in editions 
of 100. Not Not Fun has released cassettes 
wrapped in medical gauze and cassettes 
taped to beer cozies (with a lukewarm beer 
inside it). 

Demand is high enough for labels such as 
Bridgetown Records (bridgetownrecords. 
info) and Burger Records (burgerrecords. 
webs.com) to put out dozens of strange 
and abrasive projects a year and turn a self- 
sustaining profit. The cost of professional 
duplication is also low enough—usually 
less than a dollar a copy with artwork— that 
editions of a few hundred make economic 
sense, unlike with CD or vinyl duplication.

Founded by Lee Rickard and Sean 
Bohrman in 2007, Burger Records’ ear for 
big hits in small genres gives its releases a re- 
liable cachet that larger labels salivate over. 
“We sell out of every single tape we do, and 
I know Sub Pop is listening to everything we 
put out,” Bohrman said. 

Burger usually issues batches of 250 and 
charges $6 a copy, though some high-profile 
releases by bands such as the Black Lips get 
1,000 pressed. 

Their business model doesn’t allow for 
huge profit margins. But their acumen is 
dead on. The aforementioned taste-making 
Seattle indie label Sub Pop signed two Burg- 
er-anointed acts (Jaill and Happy Birthday), 
and Burger throws high-profile parties at 
festivals such as South by Southwest. 

Yet like with vinyl, there is an upper 
threshold of sales that tape culture will sup- 
port. You'd be hard pressed to find a store in 
2010 selling new cassette decks. The format 


probably will stay resigned to Internet mail 
order. 

“Tape orders have definitely picked up 
from almost nothing in the last couple years, 
and it’s been almost entirely indie bands,” 
said Michael McKinney, the president of 
Mz Communications, the Pasadena-based 
CD and DVD duplication plant where 
Burger presses its cassettes. M2 issues be- 
tween 6,000 and 10,000 tapes a month at 
around 70 cents apiece, McKinney said, a 
number clearly down from its 80s heyday of 
hundreds of thousands but up from its ’90s 
and ’oos doldrums of virtually zero. 

The second wind of mass-produced cas- 
settes may have a mechanical expiration 
date as well, as the motors, gears and tape 
heads (which read and amplify the informa- 
tion on the cassettes) used to manufacture 
the format become scarce. 

“It’s anovelty,” McKinney said, “and it will 
die down.”

The resurging cassette culture has found 
its way to Chicago, but only to “an in- 
finitesimally small market of uber retro- 
nerds.” 

That’s how Patrick Monaghan, owner 
of Chicago independent record label Car- 
rot lop Records, describes the narrow but 
discerning slice of the indie music world 
that’s again fallen in love with the lowly 
cassette during the past two years. 

According to Jason Skorup, a buyer at 
Carrot Top, the movement started with 
“noise musicians and experimental music 
guys” because recording on cassettes is 
cheaper than CDs. 

“Then ... the smaller garage rock bands 
started seizing on the idea of putting stuff 
out on cassettes so they would have some- 
thing to sell at concerts,” he said. 

A fervent group of people began buying 
them. 

“We went from having no [new] cas- 
settes ... to a whole row ... in just a couple 
of months,” said Matt Jencik, new music 
buyer for Reckless Records in the Loop 
and Wicker Park. “It came out of no- 
where.” 

When Dustin Drase, co-owner of the 
small cassette-only label Plus Tapes, was 
selling cassettes at last year’s Pitchfork fes- 
tival, “People were buying things and they 
didn’t even have a tape player,” he said. 

Jencik, who is also a musician, thinks 
the resurgence of tape, like that of vinyl, is 
a reaction among young people to digital 
music. 

“This is the CD generation. This is their 
response to downloading,” he said. “People 
actually like things to exist. ... They almost 
can't get past the fact that their favorite al- 
bum only exists in their computer.”

lron-deficient: Experts scoff 
at strength-training myths

Strength training for women is a weighty is- 
sue. 

Despite building stronger bones and pro- 
viding a metabolic boost that burns fat for 
hours after a workout, experts say too many 
women resist it because of a misplaced fear of 
morphing into the Incredible Hulk. 

“People who lift weights are generally 
leaner,” said Lou Schuler, a strength and 
conditioning expert. “This idea that pounds 
of muscle are suddenly going to appear on a 
woman's body because she lifts weights is just 
a delusion.” 

Unlike body building, in which the goal is 
aesthetic, the goal of strength training is to 
get stronger. 

Schuler, the author of the book “New Rules 
of Lifting for Women,” says for most women, 
getting huge simply is not in the genetic cards. 
But you need a bit of muscle on those bones. 

“To get definition you need the muscles a 
little bigger and you need the leanness,” he 


said. “Women have to lift weights big enough 
to have an effect on muscle mass and strength. 
You want to get progressively stronger with 
heavier weights, fewer repetitions.” 

According to the National Center for 
Health Statistics, only 21 percent of women 
strength train, despite government guide- 
lines that call for adults to do resistance, or 
strength training, two or more days a week. 

Jessica Matthews, of the American Council 
on Exercise, said getting women to the weight 
room still is an uphill battle. 

“Most women are really looking for the 
toned look. That’s just general muscle fit- 
ness,” she said. 

Body building, by contrast, works muscles 
in isolation. 

‘A well-rounded strength training program 
is functional and a great way for women to 
build and maintain lean body mass,” she said. 
“Tt will not lead to that bulky appearance.” 

For most women, Matthews suggests eight 
to IO or 12 to I5 repetitions using a moderate 


weight to gain muscle strength. 

“The muscle worked should be fatigued at 
the end of that last repetition,” she said. “If we 
wanted to develop muscle size, we'd be train- 
ing at higher weight, with fewer repetitions.” 

Matthews said what sells weight training to 
the young women she has worked with is the 
afterburn. 

“Strength training makes the body more 
efficient at burning fat,” she explained. “It 
enhances your metabolism even while you're 
sitting at your desk.” 

The exact number of additional calories 
burned varies from one study to another. 

“I’ve seen anywhere from seven to 10 calo- 
ries a day,” she said, adding that form is crucial 
in strength training, for safety and to ensure 
that you’re working the same muscle you're 
targeting. 

“Even in a lunge,” she added. “If you want 
a great butt, a smaller step forward will work 
those glutes, but a larger step will work the 
quadriceps.”
